The Breman's time from Credbotrrg 
on its maiden voyage was four days 
18 hours and 17 minutes, which beal 
the Mauretania's time by S hours 
and 17 minutes. 


Since the voyage 
of 
Columbus, 


which statisticians say would have 
consumed 69 days had he followed 
the path of present day liners, the 
time nor the transatlantic passage 
has been reduced as man's ingenu- 
ity increased. In 1819, the side wheel 
steamer Savannah made the voyage 
from Savannah, Ga., to Liverpool in 
26 days. This was reduced 
to 11 


days, 4 hours in 1840 by the steam- 
er Acadia, which set a new record of 
9 days, 21 hours in 1841. In 1889, the 
liner City of Paris established a rec- 
ord of five days, 19 hours, 18 min- 
utes, which remained 
unchallenged 


until 1928, when the Mauretania set 
the present record.

Is a body any warmer on a hot, ana 


iumid summer day than one . a .nice 
cool winter day 2 Not measurably. 
The thermometer will usually show 
that the body temperature is the 
same, whether one feels comfortably 
cQol or oppressively overheated. The 
feeling of comfort or discomfort de- 
pends rather upon the efficient-- of 
:he heat regulating mechanism, es- 
pecially the means, for', the dissipia- 
:ion or loss of heat from -the body, 
:Ban upon the heat produced by the 
body from the oxidation of food or 
tissue fuel. 


.Of the 3 essential food materialsr 


the fats~ or -oils- 'yield ^ -the greatest 
amount ."of '-hest. " The: sugars 
or 


starches and the nitrogenous ma- 
terials, such as albumen, lean meat, 


,egusl_,Jn.._.h_ej.k 
'air ounce "-bf 


cartefhjdrate _ (sfflcj-^sugat pr ^starch) 
yields approximately 116 calories, 
and an ounce of any protein (albu- 
men or nitrogenous material) yields 
exactly the same number of calor- 
ies; whereas one ounce of pure ani- 
mal or vegetable, fat or oil yields 
264 calories. 


So far as dietas concerned appe- 


tite tends to regulate the quantity of 
fats and oils in hot weather; one nat- 
ur.ally has little desire for such foods 
in hot weather, but the art .pf'.jiook- 
ing and the legerdemain of the bever- 
age dispenser and confectioner gen-. 
erally nullify appetite, and nearly all 
overeating "or overindulgence is ac- 
cordingly -in tlie" delectable carbohy- 
drates.

a hot day. This seems to have some 
solid foundation, for protein mate- 
rial, when consumed in excess, in- 
creases metabolism more than fat or 
carboydrate does, acting somewhat 
as a stimulant 
Nutrition students 


call this stimulating action . .of cer- 
tain food materials specific dynamic 
action, and it- is greatest from pro- 
teins; fats come next; sugar has the 
lowest specific dynamic action of all 
food stuffs. It is probably this spe- 
cific dynamic or stimulating action 
of much meat that accounts for the 
excessive perspiration 
of 
persons 


who eat meat freely in hot weather. 
It doesn't make much 
difference 


whether the meat is eaten hot or 


Fresh fruit and fresh vegetables, 


especially-;- :green ^relishes - or salad 
vegetables are ideal hot 
weather 


foods. To convert your dish of ber- 
ries into ideal cold weather food you 
have only to drown the berries in 
cream and disguize them well with 
sugar; or if they're cranberries, take 
a generous slice of turkey or some 
such trifle on the side. Of the two 
methods the latter gives the wanner 
results. 


In hot weather it is better to take 


a light mid day lunch if any, and 
have the principal meal of the day 
in the cool of the evening. For the 
sedentary 
individual 
a -noontime 


lunch of crackers afid"milk, the milk 
sipped leisurely and 
the 
cracker 


chewed even more so, or -lettuce, 
cheese or tomato sandwich with tea 
or coffee and a bit of fruit. 


Another popular notion is not so 


sound. As a rule the more cool wa- 
ter one drinks the less one is trou- 
bled by excessive heat or perspira- 
tion. People who purposely avoid 
drinking much cold water, are most 
likely to experience discomfort from 
hot weather. So it is a sensible rule 
to increase the daily water allow- 
ance materially when hot weather 
comes. This is not only natural but 
healthful. ' - - • - ' •

: Answer—In, the average well con- 
ducted" tuberculosis hospital you are 
probably in less danger of- catching 
tuberculosis than .you would be any-' 
where else.

Learning how to be 
careful and considerate is one of the 
advantages of a sojourn in such a 
hospital, for anyone with tuberculos? 
is. If one with^ active tuberculosis of; 
the lung (presumably giving off tu- 
bercle bacilli) talks with mouth un-' 
covered, the 
conversational 
spray- 


may carry the tubercle bacilli. The 
spray range is less than five feet in 
ordinary conversation. So if you are 
five or feet or more away from the 
patient you are \out of range and 
out of possible danger of infection 
during such conversation.

A BOOK OF GREAT SHORT 


STORIES 


Norah/Hoult is a new name in 


English letters. So far as I know she 
is the author of only on* book, cal- 
led -"Poor'•<Women," \& volume 'of 
short .-Btories just published, but it 
is :ohe. ;.0f' the finest collections of 
short stories published in England 
or. America in a long time. 


Like most people I have" a pre- 


judice against a volume of short 
stories and in this case I started on 
the last story in the book,.-with the 
idea that if it proved mediocre 
I 


Would riiot- read -the o.thers. 


But it. was far from mediocre. It 


was astonishingly good, so good :that 
it induced in me that sense of ex- 
altation that honest and beautiful 
writing always gives me. As a re- 
sult I read the story next to the 
last and then the one nest to that 
and so on to the front of the book. 
And :there wasn't a "flop" in the 
entire collection. Some are a trifle 
better than" others Jjut all are such 
tha't--'any writer might feel proud of 
being the author. 


"Poor Women" is not a particu- 


larly inviting title, not to me at 
least. Before reading the book I sup- 
posed the title to be ironical, but it 
is not that. There is irony in some 
of the stories and they,measure up 
to Ariatole France's 
demand for 


irony-and pity in; a story, but the 
emphasis is . chiefly ' on pity. Norah 
Hoult is filled with o pity for vari- 
ous types of women whose battle 
with life:, is bitter .and she means 
"poor-women" when. she. uses that 
phrase. 


But hcr^pity is not maudlin or sen- 


timental) She is -an 
exceptionally 


clear-eyed writer 
and she 
knows 


more about the- inside workings of 
the minds.of many different kinds of 
people than most writers I know. 
She is familiar on the one hand with 
tha aged spinster lady who puts her 
trust in Christian Science and on the 
other hand with the prostitute who 
is getting too old for her profession. 


feat -she .knows about such people 


is' astonishing and exciting. She is 
familiar with the inside mind of a 
little 17-year old girl who is being 
kissed for the first tune ^and with 
that of the Irish serving maid who 
has made a misstep. She knows all 
about the 
thoughts of the church 


worker who experiences a moment 
of "passion and about the mind of the 
woman who has been living with a 
married man and has been deserted 
by him. 


She knows these women so inti- 


mately that she gives the impression 
of having been each and all of them. 
But that is manifestly 
impossible 


and so the feat of the imagination 
that made the stories possible is all 
the more remarkable. 


Although they are short stories"; 


the tales included in the volume al- 
most give the effect of a novel. It 
is as if the author, instead of driv- 
ing her theme home in a single 
story, has decided to give it to the 
reader in segments. The characters 
are different in each story but the 
thing they represent is the same. 
The sense of pity for the individual 
women portrayed is repeated in each 
story and in the end Jts volume is 
cummulative, as it would have been 
in a well written novel. 


The stories differ curiously from 


the type usually found in American 
magazines. There is never what is 
called a "resolution" to the action. 
There is no neat little machine plot 
that brings lovers together in the 
end or that solves the difficulties of 
old ladies. On the last page the sit- 
uation is about as it was on the 
first but in the meantime we have 
been shown the very insides of the 
soul of the character portrayed.. 


That is what North Hoult is after, 


to reveal her women to her readers. 
She does it so competently that the 
reader feels the same pity for each 
character that sav« Norah Hoult the 
impulse to write.

a public utility is a natural monopo- 
ly. The struggle to win popular fa- 
vor which the individual motor car 
manufacturer

continuously 


maka always with an eye to what 
his rivals are doing is unknown in 
the utility field. There is no substi- 
tute service which the utility oper- 
ator has to fear. Month by month 
and year by year his income state- 
ments show larger gross and larger 
net. This is more than can be said 
of any industrial corporation. Then 
too the public utilities have managed 
their relations with their customers 
with intelligence. 


It is understood that utility stocks 


should have been leaders in the bull 
market. Nevertheless there is some- 
thing to be said on the other side. 
All speculative movements go too far 
at times and there is reason to be- 
lieve that this has happened in the 
case of the utilities. 
Even if they 


should pay out to their shareholders 
all their surplus earnings which of 
course they could not do the return 
at present prices for their common 
stocks wouia be unattractive. 


The only motive for buying utility 


stocks now is the exception of pass-

more money. Furthermore it is rea- 
sonable to expect if profits do grow 
as the market seems to expect them 
to do that public service commissions 
will insist on a cut in rates and very 
properly so.
